South -Carolina uses the federal 
scheme of taxes, levies a flat rate of 
one-third the federal levies, and the 
return made by the taxpayer to the 
federal government is also the re- 
turn to the state.

Georgia could not possibly adopt 
an easier and more equitable system 
than that. She can adopt the federal 
rates, or a proportion of them as 
South Carolina does.
